im reuse In the yield of milk, hut a 
full flow normal for that period can¬ 
not be obUHwd till Qifl ioiv lius 
calved again. This means that a 
herd of low producing t ows must be 
carried through the winter months, 
with profit* greatly reduced, but the 
labor remaining practically the same. 
It doe* not take quit* »» long to 
milk a cow giving a small amount 
ol milk as one producing a lurge 
flow, but It req. Ires just as much 
labor to feed and cura for a low 
I producer a* for the highest producer 
in the world, and the taak of doing 
I the other chores Is the same Jor all 
kinds of cow*. 

It la safe to say that a given cow 
will produce twenty per cent, more 
milk and Initterfat when she calves 
III the full than when she comes 
fresh In the spring. This increase in 
production should In Itself be enough 
to cause any dairyman to at least 
have the majority of Ills cow* freshen 
in the rail, out there are more fac¬ 
tors favoring the practice On* of 
the*e is the higher price which dairy 
produets command In winter than 
In summer. Another is the cheaper 
labor laibor is cheapest during the 
period when milk and butter bring 
the highest prices on the market 
Then. too. the farmer himself can 
devote more time to the cows In 
winter when farm work Is reduced 
to a inlnfmuni and hi* lime Is not 
*o valuable The flrwt three months 
after spring op* ns are the busiest 
In till whole year for the farmer, 
just when cows that calve In tlu* 
spring need the most attention. The 
luev liable result Is more or less neg¬ 
lect, and neglect early In Hie lacta- 
t lou period Is mighty expensive busi¬ 
ness. 

When It come* to raising skim 
milk calve*, those born In the fall 
soon Icaru to eat grain and there¬ 
fore grow faster than those that nre 
diopped Just as grass comes and *3 
not lea p n to cat grain nefore extreme 
heat and millions of Ales begin to 
make life miserable for them. Then, 
too. fall calves, if Intended for the 
dairy, can be bred to drop their first 
calve* In the fall as two year olds —

Canadian Exporters Have Chance to 
Make Profitable Deals, Says 
Trade Commissioner Ross 

"Never before has there been such a 
acarclty of butter in Australia.” writes 
L. H. Ross, the Canadian trade com¬ 
missioner at Melbourne, to a letter to 
the trade and commerce department, 
pointing out the chances there are 
for Canadian exporters 

The export of butter from New 
Zealand is prohibited, he say*. and 
la.ge shipments of Cannula.i butter 
from Vancouver, and American but¬ 
ter from Ban Francisco. have been 
protUgble to the importers. The 
wholesale price for prime butter In 
Melbourne is now 4S cents per pound 
—an unprecedented value—and sup 
plies sre limited. 

Both the mail and cargo steamers 
from Vancouver, and the cargo 
steamers from 8i John, have recent 
ly arrived at Australian ports w.th 
full cargoes, and. as a matter of l. 
terest, much more cargo of Canad¬ 
ian origin Is offering than the 
steamers cun accommodate. In some 
instances bulky goods have of neces¬ 
sity been diverted from the regular 
shipping lines to sailing vessels land¬ 
ing at New York.

Two Wheat Heads on Single Stalk 

North Dakota has the queerest as 
well as perhaps the largest, grain crop 
ever raised In any country of llko area 
In the southeast corner of the stale 
there are whole fl?Ids in which there 
are two heads to the stalk.

DAVID LLOYD GEORGE MAKES STIRRING APPEAL 


In Addressing the Coal Miners, Urging j Greater Production 
Coal, he Pointed out that it is the BrVsh Miner Helping 
the British Sailor, that is a Big Faubr in the War

Sir David Lloyd George has made 
many Important and eloquent speeches 
§in< r the war began, but few of them 
haw equalled In effect that which he 
made to the coal miners In-London 
•u July 21. when he appealed for a 
wreAter production or coal. Here are a 
law of hia chief points: 

We are short of coal In a great

Wo are suffering from the patriot¬ 
ism' o( the miner.

We pay Jn diamonds, 
except that they are blefck, and not 
In gold

th } counter there for it out of Its 
own pocket. We canhot do without 
coal. In war it la life for ua and 
deal n for our foot- It not merely 
fetches and carries for us; It makes 
the material and the machinery which 
It transports.

weapons of war. Steam' meant coal. 
Ii;fles mean coal. Machine guna 
mean coal, Cannon mean coal. Shalla 
are made with coal. Sheila are filled 
with coal. The very explosive inside 
them Is coal, and then coal carries 
them on right Into the battlefield to 
help our men- *

It is the moat potent of friends. You 
read that terrible casualty Hat given 
out by the prime minister the other 
dav. Three hundred and fifty thous¬ 
and British soldier^ They were 
casualties inflicted by German coal , 1 
ty the Westphalian miner, working 
si rooperation with the Prussian 
engineer--witbout stint, without re¬ 
serve. without regulation, putting 
their strength at the disposal of 
their Fatherland, foal did that.

The 
British miner helping the British 
sailor. 

1 have stood on Bearhy Head. It 
Is a flue sight in daya of war You 
will read In Ihe pnpars about the 
ad\ance of the German legions, and 
about their gigantic armies, and 
thpre you will see scores of great 
British ships tranquilly gilding 
through the waters without any in 
lerference „ I 

Why? foal propels them, and 
c<>a| protects them. For If you will 
only look for a short time you will 
see a British battleships tearing i 
along. You may not see the coal 
smoke, because the coal comes from 1 
Fouth Wales. But you know- It Is 
there, for you see the vessel tearing I 
along, and you know there la roal ] 
in Its bunkers, and you know, if the 
need arises, those mighty cannon on 
Us decks will be filled with dts-l 
tilled coal that will scatter dcltruc -1 
lion to the foes of our country.

Let tell you what 1 think about 
the sky.

Victory has Its price. It la no use 
calling attention to the cost we have 
incurred—hundreds of thousands of 
casualties and millions of men gath 
ered together to go'Into the battle 
Held, thousands of millions ot ex¬ 
penditure which we are Incurring. 
The ono question la, whether It la 
enough. It la no use trying to 
bridge a 12 foot stream with an 11 foot 
plank. 

We have but one question to ask I 
ourselves—we of all marks, uf all | 
grades, and of ail trades—are we 
doing enough to secure victory, be¬ 
cause victory means life for our 
country? (Hear, hear). 

It means the fate ot freedom for 
ages to come. There la uo price 
which la too great* for ua to pay 
that la within our power. There la 
too much disposition to cling on to I 
the amenities of peace. Business as 
usual, enjoyment pa usual, fash Iona, 
lockouts, strikes, ra-canny, spre j , 1 
all as usual. Wages must go up. 
profits must also Improve, but prices 
must at sdl costa be kept down 

Freedom alter all implies the right 
to shirk. Freedom Implies the right 
KpV Mtt »<> aajoj aa| for others to 
defind you. Is that freedom? War 
l- like u fever, a deadly fever, and 
the .rules which are applicable In 
health are utterly unsuited to a fever. 
Kcslrmlnta which w*ould be Irksome, 
stupid and unnecessary when a man 
Is healthy, arc e»»cntiui to save his 
life In a fever. 

What la the use of the patieut say* 
log, ‘*1 must nave Incut ms usual, 
drtnk us usual, in fact, more than 
usual, because 1 uin thirstier than 
usual. 1 have a high temperature, 
so 1 am more parched than usual; 
ihero is a greater strain on my 
strength, sq I really ought to have 
more than usual. If 1 want to go out 
wr»\ should I be confined to that 
little bed? Freedom above all." 

"But you die." • Ah," he nays- ."It 
la more glorious to die a free man 
than to live In bondage." Let Britain 
be beaten aud discredited and dis¬ 
honored, but let no man say that any 
Briton during the war was ever 
forced to do anything for hia country 
except that which was pleasing In his 
own sight. Ab, victory It not on 
that road. 

The trenches are not nil In Flan¬ 
ders; every pit Is a trench In this war, 
a labyrinth of trenches; every work 
shop Is a rampart, every yard which 
can (urn out the munitions of war It 
a fortress; picks, shovels, lathes, 
hammers, they are r.s much the weap¬ 
ons of this great war Df European 
liberty as thj bayonet, the rifle and 
the machine gun. That man who 
does not handle them with all hia*| 
strength la falling as much In his 
duty as the soldier who runs away 
from Ihe battle at the front 

What happened Hie other day? The. 
New Zealand battalions and the Aus¬ 
tralians were -expecting a Turkish 
attack.

N 9 man would go on the aick 
list. Not all the doctors of the Tc 
gimrnt could persuade them; there 
was no shirking; they said, "Not un¬ 
til tho attack is over and wo have 
finished tho Turk*, not until, then 
will we go into the hospital." ' That | 
Is tho spirit which alone will enable 
us to win through Nothing short of 
It will achieve victory. 

The peril Is a great one. tho peril 
la an Immediate one. but If the de 
niocracy of Britain rise to the occa¬ 
sion. they will once more triumph 
over all the forces of despotism In 
Europe Noth! g wo con say can 

possibly do more to convince the 
people of this country of the danger 
than the facts that appear from day 
to dajLJh the papers; not tha head¬ 
line*. please, past; them over Bead 
the news,•ptehge. and the men who, 
after doing that, do not understand 
the peril of their country, would noli 
believe It though one rose from I be 
dead to tell them.

Canadian soldiers at tha front, In¬ 
cluding those who am now prisoners 
of war in Germany, Cm piling dpquite 
a tidy little tarings account with the 
Canadian government The pay allow- 
nncf lo lie Canadlaus la In most 
cast* bci-.g held to their credit at 
tbe London pr.yrooftor's office, as the 
men at the front have little opportun 
By to spend money while In the war 
zone, and prefer to leave all but a 
small portion of It to their credit In 
tendon According to advices received 
at the militia department from ld>»- 
dbu, a considerable portion of this qc- 
cumulated pay was recently Invested, 
on the request of the aaidlers, In bonds 
»oJd by the UrttMi government In coq- 
nectlou with the recent war loan. 

The Canadian prisoners of war in 
Germany are also accumulating a 
government credit at the rate of 
about 75 cents per day. The pay #1- 
lowance of those men from the gov. 
ernment Is being continued while 
(hey are prisoners, but it is Imprac¬ 
ticable to forward it to them In Ger¬ 
many, and the monthly amount due 
them la belnz regularly placed to 
thejr credit, less the shilling per day 
or fl 76 per week. Which Is being 
forwarded through <he HriUh war 
office through arrangement with the 
United States consul-general at Ber¬ 
lin. The war office Is forwarding a 
shilling per day to British soldiers 
who ars prisoners In Germany, and It 
was not thought wise to allow a 
larger sum to the Canadian fellow- 
prisoners for spending money. 

Russian Wheat 


Granariss In Southern Russia Over* 
loaded With Grain v. 

Grain dealers and cereal fanners 
will be Interested in a nqioi t recently 
made from Petrogrud by Commer¬ 
cial Attache Baker He says that the 
granaries of estates and farms In 
Southern Russia are overloaded with 
grain left over from tho last crop. 
The grain can be moved only within 
the limits of the same district, not 
from one district to another, the ob 
Ject of auch restriction is to prevent 
speculation. In the section named 
growers of wheat and rya have not 
.-cen subjected J° any embarrassment 
in tUllfl^HllC • «f not being able to 
ship from Odessa this year. The 
demand from Husala Itself has proved 
unexpectedly large The banka have 
assisted farmers and estate owner* -to 
hold unsold portions of their grain. 
There haa been no need for sacrifice 
sales, and the prices paid havo been 
satisfactory. If the route through the 
Dardanelles should be opened, pro¬ 
bably no sudden cr heavy oversea 
export movement from Ode«aa would 
develop The necessity of holding 
back large supplies as food, together 
with the fact that the freight service 
Is largely given up to military work, 
would make any rapid movement of 
wheat to Odessa ..nllkcly. and as the 
financial position of Russia makes It 
desirable that existing high prices for 
grain should be fairly well upheld, 
since grain la Russia's best cash asset 
the government woul probably dis 
courage any suddrr. I eavy export 
movement such as might tend seri¬ 
ously to leprea- tho world's wheat 
markets.

Loss Due to Weeds 

boma Systematic Effort Should Be 
Made to Grapple Successfully 

With th* Problem 

The loss to ihe farmer from weeds 
generally Is obvious enough to the 
most superficial observer. Any weed 
takes up as much space In a field, and 
draws to itself as much of ths susten 
ance afforded by tbe cultivated aollrJia 
a grain stalk does, und it represent*, 
therefore, a dead or unrequited losa to 
the owner of the crop. One of the dis¬ 
tinguishing marks of good as contrast 
ed with poor farming Is the compara 
live absence of weeds, and a lar^e 
part of the time and attention of stud¬ 
ents in agricultural colleges Is devoted 
to learning how to grapple successful¬ 
ly will} this obstacle to success lu 
rarmlng. 

No practical farmer needs to be In 
formed that certain weeds are spec 
tally hard to eradicate, because they 
may be propagated by means of under 
around items as well as seeds; among 
these are the well I now n Canada sow 
thistle, the courh grass, and lha per 
enntal aow thistle. Except by frequent 
disturbance by plough or diak harrow 
ina dry. hot spell. It la extremely dif¬ 
ficult to kill couch grass, because a 
small frugmHt of the underground 
stem at once heroines a new plant. 
The sntoc is true of the Canada thistle, 
which haa tho additional fault or being 
capable of producing intense irritation 
by Its nrpdtlr* 

Tke/ferennial sow thistle has be¬ 
come L very formidable pest In, West¬ 
ern (Anada It has there devastated 
a laifec amount of fertile land, and It 
bids fair to cause losses running well 
up Into millions of dollars, unless 
some means of chc< king its ravage* 
are found and applied. It la very pro- 
ductive of seeds, which ripen Just be 
fore the grain Is ready to rut. and it 
spreads also by means of Its under¬ 
ground atem, pieces of which quickly 
take root and become new plants. Cul¬ 
tivation causes the sow thistle to 
spread, unices it succeeds in killing It 
In Manitoba, according to the Winni¬ 
peg Tribune, many fields of grain ore 
tltla year not worth cutting on account 
of Ifi prevalence, and unless system 
attc efforts aremade to extirpate It 
the loss will be greater with each suc¬ 
ceeding year,—Toronto Globe.

A Homestead Suggestion 

Plan Advanced to Keep Homesteaders 
on tho Land 

There is no greater obstacle to the 
Mil progress of the C.rmdlan west 
than Hie prevalence of abrtantcelsin. 
The rffert of this Is to keep settlers 
apart form one another, to hinder co¬ 
operation In th.» Improvement of 
roads, and to Interfere with the work 
of churches an., schools There will 
alwuys he a certain amount of Isola¬ 
tion tp settlers, because of largr farms 
but that Is more easily tolerated than 
tli«i disability Inflicted on them by the 
Intervention of lots the owners of 
which do Ml either occupy them or 
And others who are willing to do so. 

A suggestion haa been seat out tn 
circular signed by Fresldent .Mar hock 
of the l.rthbrldge hoard of trade to 
the effect that “service on established 
farms, duly certified by farmers," or 
“at fend ance at agricultural schools or 
colleges, with certificates of efficiency" 
night be allowed to count as part of 
the homestead duties at present re¬ 
quired. Without going Into the merits 
of these proposals It 1* necessary to 
consider whether they would not tend 
to aggruvot* the evils of absenteeism 
by lessening the tlmo during which 
the homesteader Is required to live 
In good faith on Ms land. 

It la perfectly obvious that lha 
homestead regulations are loosely en¬ 
forced, or there would be less vacant 
and uncultivated land In the wett. The 
minister of the Interior ought to be 
able to devise some means of lessen¬ 
ing absenteeism, and to obtain from 
parliament legislation likely to be ef¬ 
fective in securing the desired result. 
No owner should be able to hold land 
unused .and the most effective way 
to constrain the owner to cultivate 
and crop bis Idnd is to impose on it 
such a tax as would deprive him of 
the "unearned Increment" he hope.;

Lightning Rods 

Annual Loss to Farmers by Lightning 
Is Vary Large 

The annual loss Inflicted on farm- 
era by lightning Is In the aggregate 
very large, and It Is a matter of the 
utmost Importance to them to sneer- 
tain definitely whether this loss Is pre¬ 
ventable. For all practical purposes, 
tbe efforts to discover or invent some 
means of safeguarding isolated build¬ 
ings date from the time when Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin discovered the identity 
of electricity and lightning, more than 
a century and a half ago 

Franklin was the first to suggest 
_ the practicability nr pioic tmg build 
) Inga from lightning by erecting on 
their highest points Iron conductor.! 
communicating with the ground. Ills 
theory on the subject was all right, 
but defects in construction made the 
lightning rodu so Ineffective and often 
dangerous, that they were for a long 
time utterly, and not unreasonably, 
dim n <1 - la now good rea- 

•ou lo bHIeve that, as Professor 
Day shows, a trustworthy system of 
protection by means of metal rod con¬ 
ductors haa been devised, and may be 
Inexpensively utilised.• — 

There la good sense In tbe sugges¬ 
tion that in most cases, the conduct¬ 
ing rod being itself perfect, the fsrmer 
should himself affix It to his house 
or barn. The directions xiven in th > 
published bulk tins are easily follow 
ed. and tho reasons for the vsrlous 
steps are easily understood The two 
points to bo kept in view are that the 
rod should be absolutely continuous.
